As | 
the Oregon senator recited the clos- | 
ing lines, one of the diners in the| 
rear of the grand ballroom half 
rose from his seat and shouted: “To 
hell with the American flag.’ 

Diners from several other tables 
started towards the man who had 
denounced the flag, but Edawrd W. 
Mitchell, vice president of the 
Texas and Oklahma Oil company, 
was the first to reach him. Swing- 
ing with his right arm, Mr. Mitch- 
ell landed a clean blow on the chin 
of the disturber and knocked him | 
down. 

Several friends seated with the 
man attempted to interfere, and 
there was a lively scrimmage, in 
which Mr. Mitchell himself was 
struck in theface.

It is stated in dispatches, too, that 
it is probable only Georgia troops 
and those from sections contiguous 
to Georgia, will be returned to Camp

Giving Property to Women. 

Mr. Cronan was counsel for B. F. | 
Keith from 1898 to 1908. In his bill 
of complaint he alleges that in| 
1910, “as well as before and after 
that date,” B. F. Keith was giving 
to various women, “property of con- 
siderable value” and “permitting 
them to interfere with, and to some 
extent, manage some portions of his 
business.” He savs that Paul remon- 
strated with his ‘ather and as a re- 


sult Paul was discharged from his 
father’s employment. 

“B. F. Keith,” the bill of complaint 
recites, “was then 64 years old, an 
invalid sufferin from c plaints 
which resulted in his death some 
three years later. Both Paul and 
Albee were aware of his father’s 
peculiarities and were very appre- 
hensive that most, if not all, of the 
father’s property would be given by 
him to persons other than Paul. 

“In December, 1910, it was orally 
agreed by and between the plaintiff 
and Paul and Albee that if the plain- 
tiff would take Paul's interests in 


proper methods and influences in at- 
tempting to secure and obtain for 
Paul, his father’s business and in 
attempting to prevent Paul's disin- 


erally for his services in any event 
and if they succeeded in obtaining 
for Paul his father’s business such 
business should belong to the plain-

Obtained the Estate. 


The complaint says that through 
Mr. Cronan’s efforts Paul not only 
was not disinherited, but obtained 
his father’s estate, valued at ap- 
proximately $15,000,000. 

The plaintiff charges that “acting 
under the influence of Albee” Paul, 
after the execution of his father’s 
will, made a codici! to his own will 
giving Albee most if not all of Paul's 
property. He declares that Paul and 
Albee refused to carry out the al- 
lewed oral agreement to give him 
one-third of the property. 

Mr. Cronan asks for the specific 
performance of the alleged agree- 
ment and seeks an accounting to 
ascertain the net profits received 
from the conduct of the business and

No move toward a settlement had 
been made tonight.

Under the name of George Du- 
Pont, Laudru hired in 1915 a lonely 
villa in the outskirts of the vil- 
lage of Gambass, on the border of 
the Rambouillet forest.

The allegation is made that Laudru 
only paid brief visits to the villa, 
accompanied by women, none of 
whom were seen to leave the place. 

One woman who visited the house 
brought with her two small dogs, 
the bodies of which were found Sun- 
day under a heap of leaves. They 
had been strangled by a cord. Wom- 
en’s dresses, a revolver, a rifle, a 
blood-stained mattress and cord

Laudru, according to statements 
made by the detectives, admitted 
having used various names because 
he had been imprisoned several 
times. He denied, the authorities 
say, that he did away with any of 
the women, but said he killed the 
dogs at the request of the woman 
because it was too expensive to 
feed them.

In the Hall of Mirrers. 

Most of the French delegates and 
the delegates from the other coun- 
tries probably will go to Versailles 
daily to attend the meetings with 
the German delegates at the Trianon 
palace hotel, where the supreme war 
council has had its headquarters. 

The treaty of peace will be signed 
in the famous hall of mirrors in the 
palace at Versailles. 

It is anticipated that the proceed- 
ings at Versailles will be of com- 
paratively short duration. On the 
supposition that the Germans wil] 
be given eight days in which to 
study the terms and communicate 
them to the German government, 
the middle of May has been sug- 
gested as the not improbable date 
of the final exchange of signatures. 
DIVIDING INDEMNITY 
DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 

saris, April 15.—The problem of 
reparation settlements still has 
troublous times before it in connec- 
tion with the question of the dis- 
tribution of the indemnity to be paid 
by Germany. Smaller powers which 
suffered under German inva- 
sion and devastation are still to 
be heard relative to their share in 
the reparation fund, particularly 
Belgium, the claims of which are 
entitled to first consideration under 
pre-conference pledges. 

The tentative scheme of distribu- 
tion which Great Britain and France 
have advanced apportions between 
80 and 90 per cent, probably 85, of 
the total sum realized to these big 
powers, leaving perhaps 15 per cent 
to satisfy the demands of Belgium, 
Italy and Serbia and Rumania, Rus- 
sia and others. This is a smaller 
proportion than the secondary pow- 


ers expected and they are almost 
sure to be dissatisfied with,it. It 
has been suggested among the ex- 
perts on the reparations commission 
that Rumania, Serbia and other na- 
tions have received reparations 
through the acguisition of territory, 
but this reasoning will scarcely ap- 
peal to Belgium. 

A share of the reparations fund 
will, according to the present un- 


} 


be assigned to Russia 
for damage to invaded Russian ter- 
ritories, but probably will be turned 
over to Great Britain and France to 


‘apply on advances made to the old 


>Russian government during the war. 


Allies te Hold Rhine. 
Although the contributions pay- 
able by Germany are characterized 


as reparations, a very considerable 
part of the first $5,000,000,000 will 
not be available for reparation pur- 
poses, since it has been assigned to 
the payment of the expenses of the 
armies of occupation and such food 
supplies as must be furnished Ger- 
many. Since the occupation of the 
left bank of the Rhine will continue 
during the entire two years covered 
by this first payment, the expenses, 
particularly of the French occupa- 
tional army, will eat deeply into the 
$5,000,000,000. 

No announcement has yet been 
made regarding the precise defini- 
tion of the various “categories” of 


reparations. In other words, there 
is no definition of the classes of 
damages for which Germany is re- 
quired to pay. It can be stated, 
however, that the five categories 
adopted comprise reparation for ac- 
tual damage to life and property; 
pensions for cripples and the fami- 
lies of slain soldiers; compensation 
for enforced labor exacted of in- 
habitants of occupied regions, in- 
cluding work done by the deported 
Belgians: remuneration for illegal- 
ly exacted labor by prisoners of war 
and payments for German requisi- 
tions in occupied territories. It Is 
understood no offset has been al- 
lowed Germany for the maintenance 
of prisoners of war in Germany 
during the war, the associated gov- 
ernments holding that the prisoners 
were chiefly supported at their own 
expense through food parcels Dy 
which alone the prisoners were able 
to maintain existence during cap- 
tivity and that the surplus has been 
covered by work the prisoners per- 
formed for Germany. 


Details to Be Worked Out. 


Although members of the commis- 
sion regard the reparations question 
as settled in the main, there are va- 
rious details to be worked out, in- 
cluding a scheme for German con- 
tributions of labor, raw materials 
and manufactured articles for the 
restoration of devastated districts. 
Discussions at meetings of the com- 
mission have been marked by a 
shifting tendency from the principle 
initially advocated by the French of 
leaving the exact sums to be paid 
indefinite for future determination 
by an inter-allied commission to a 
definite fixation of all initial con- 
tributions. The change of attitude 
on the part of the French was un- 
doubtedly inspired by pressure from 
parliament which demanded definite 


knowledge of what was to be re- 
ceived from Germany. 

Another financial question requir- 
ing settlement between the allies is 
that of repayment of advances made 
by Great Britain and America to the 
associated powers. 

A sub-commission was appointed 
to consider this question, b the 
British and American repr ta- 
tives have thus far not participated 
in its deliberations. This has been 
apparently in anticipation of dis- 
cussions which might deal more 
with the negative aspect of delay- 
ing or mitigating payments than 
actual consideration of repayments. 


GERMANY’S ALLIES 
CANNOT PAY MUCH. 

Paris, April 15.—Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Turkey are not par- 
ticularly promising debtors, but the 
reparations commission, with the 
problem of German compensation for 
damages out of the way, is taking 
up the question of the financia) re- 
sponsibility of these states, or the 
remnants thereof, along the same 
lines as in the case of Germany. 

Germany’s former allies will be 
required to accept the principle that 
they are responsible for damages to 
civilian life and property under the 
same categories as applied to Ger- 
many, and a subcommission has been 
studying the extent to which they 
can be made to satisfy debts. The 
results of the work of the commis- 
sion thus far are understood to have 
been largely negative as the assets 
of the debtor states have vanished 
to a great extent and rich parts of 
their domain are now included with- 
in the bounds of allied liberated 
states. Something, however, mav be 
reatized from the wreckage for com- 
pensating Italy, Rumania and Ser- 
bia.

URGES EVANGELIST 


Immense Audience Hears 
Billy Sunday Deliver Ad- 
dréss—Wounded Sol- 
diers Cheer Him at Mc- 
Pherson. 


Billy Sunday, world-famed evan- 
gelist, who has tens of thousands 
of admirers in Atlanta and vicinity, 
addressed an immense audience in 
the Auditorium-Armory last night 
at 8 o’clock, delivering one of the 
most patriotic speeches ever heard 
in this city. 

In his own original style he fired 
volley after volley of facts at his 
audience appealing to them to stand 
by the government in the Victory 
loan and the care of its wounded 
soldiers. . 

“We built the house for Miss Lib- 
erty,” said Mr. Sunday. “Now let 
us see that she lives in it. We sent 
our boys, the flower of earth, to 
France to sleep in the beds of 
water, and have their bodies rid- 
dled with bullets that the world 
might be safe for democracy. They 
were the finest men on earth when 
they went away. They came back 
to us still the finest men on earth. 
Let us stand by them. ° 

Appeals for Loan. 

“It seems to me that it should be 
the easiest thing in the world to 
put over a Liberty loan campaign 
in Atlanta when her streets are full 
of one-armed, one-legged soldiers, 


always suggesting to the people the 
cost they have paid. 

“Militarism is dead, but Ameri- 
canism still lives. Feed the fires. 
Germany had to dip her blood-stain- 
ed banner in the dirt as the flag of 
freedom rose in its never dying 
glory over the graves where her 
martyred sons sleep. Let no fail- 
ure of America in her duty in the 
clean-up of the aftermath dim the 
halo of glory that shines about it.” 

Mr. Sunday, after drawing a vivid 
description of the causes of the war, 
the struggle and the heroism and 
sacrifice involved in it, touched 
upon the peace conference and de- 
clared that it was in that notable 


gathering that the funeral rites ot 
militarism were being conducted. 

He then touched upon the ques- 
tion of prohibition, expressing his 
hearty approval of the bill that will 
bring about such conditions. 

He made a plea for the suffering 
Armenians and Syrians and con- 
cluded the notable speech by de- 
claring that it was the manifesta- 
tion of the power of God that had 
conquered paganism and autocracy 
and given the world Christianity 
and democracy, and that the same 
power would keep the earth “a 
place fit to live in.” 

Mayor Key introduced the speak- 
er, giving him a warm welcome to 
the city, and the Billy Sunday Busi- 
ness Men’s club occupied the stage 
and sang several songs. 


His Two Sermons to Negroes. 


In discussing his previous visits 
to the city, after the lecture was 
finished, Mr. Sunday remarked to a 
representative of The Constitution 
that he had not forgotten the beau- 
tiful singing of the colored people 
of Atlanta, and added that he had 
never addressed the people of that 
race except here and in the state of 
Texas. 

Approximately a thousand wound- 
ed veterans at general hospital No. 
6 at Fort McPherson crowded into 
the big lobby of “Y”" No. 2 at Fort 
McPherson Tuesday afternoon and 
heard Billy Sunday deliver his 
famous lecture, “Play Ball.” 

Perhaps no entertainer who has 
visited the hospital since it first 
became crowded with men from 
overseas has been appreciated like 
Billy Sunday with his all-embracing 
smile, his radiant personality and 
his mirth - provoking, vividly- 
descriptive statements. 

Long before 3 o'clock, the time 
set for the lecture, wheel-chairs and 
men on crutches began to wind 
their way toward the “Y,” and when 
the famous gloom-chaser appeared 
in the doorway he found himself 
—— a crowded house of expect- 
ant steners, many of whom had 
heard the lecturer before, but were 
none the less keen for his informal 
sermon. 

Colonel] Bratton ascended the 
staze with Sunday, and the evan- 
gelist took the opportunity to 
draw a sharp contrast between the 
military bearing of the colonel and 
his own boylike walk and the sol- 
diers burst into laughter and 
cheers.

clinging to the mud at the bottom 
of the pit. 

The only spark of humanity dis- 
coverable was that in confiscating 
the belongings of the residents, in 
some instances, where there was a 
family of small children, the family 
was permitted to retain one cow out 
of several. Occasionally a peasant 
was allowed to keep his worst horse. 

The Bolsheviki attitude toward 
the church was uncompromising. 
Priests were hunted unmercifully. 
The evidence showed that men were 
slain whose only offense was that 
they worked as sextons or caretak- 
ers of churches. At Osa a priest was 
spared on the pleading of the peas- 
ants, but the church was looted. At 
one place four out of five priests 
escaped by hiding in the woods. 

Several Priests Murdered. 

In the Perm district everything 
of value was stolen from the 
churches, the monastery was looted 
and several priests were murdered. 
In some places the schools con- 
tinue, but religious teaching is 
barred, branches of study being de- 
pendent upon committees of the pu- 
pils. Ignorant persons substituted 
for the teachers devote their time 
to teaching Bolshevism, under the 
direction of the workmen's council. 
Careful inquiry, the American ob- 
servers say, showed that there was 
nothing constructive in any town 
under Bolshevik control. Money and 
property were requisitioned and ex- 
travagantly dissipated by individ- 
uals without accounting. The hos- 
pital at Perm was short of doctors. 
Out of five, two were killed and 
two were taken away. The hos- 
pital was reduced to utilizing mere 
wads of newspapers for bandages, 
and lacked instruments and medi- 
cines.

Chicago, April 15.—Roger FE. Sim- 
mons, who was sent to Russia in 
1917 as a member of a Tinited States 
government commission to study 
the lumber situation in the war-de- 
vastated countries and who was 
taken prisoner by the Bolshevik! 

. Bovernment and at one time sen- 
tenced to be shot, told the legisla- 
tive commission investigating high 
prices of building material that the 
world was facing a lumber famine. 

Prices of lumber, he said, were 
certain to rise in the next few years 
because of the unprecedented de- 
mand which would come from the 
reconstruction of the war-stricken 
regions of Europe. The major por- 
tion of this lumber, he said, would 
have to be supplied by the United 
States and Canada. | 

Big Order for Lumber. 

Canada already has received an 
order from the British government 
for one billion feet of lumber, while 
this country has received orders for 
one million feet of oak from Eng- 
land and twelve shiploads of lum- 
ber from Italy. 

Mr. Simmons said Russia, which 
before the war exported 52 per cent 
of the world’s lumber supply, would 
not be in a position to cut lumber 
until five years after the govern- 
ment had been stabilized and order 
restored. Austria and other coun- 
tries which expérted lumber before 
the war are in a similar position, he 
gaid, so that the present burden in 
supplying ‘this commodity would 
have to be done by this country and 
Canada. 

England, Mr. Simmons said, had 
Subsidized a corporation to erect 
saw mills in Siberia to supply the 
home needs of that country. Great 


tritain recently called on its citi- 
ens immediately to build 300,000 
“ume for returning’ soldiers and 
sailors, the government agreeing to 
iciund 75 per cent of /ny differen- 
tial cost between tovay and five 
years from now. 

Replying to g*:estions regarding 
the future of soishevism in Rus- 
gia, Mr. Simmons said:

Lumber Going Higher. 

Charles Keith, of Kansas City, 
president of the Southern Pine asso- 
ciation, and widely kmown as a 
statistical authority on lumber, 
told the commission that the pres- 
ent price of lumber is lower than 
it will be at any time in 
five years. He said the increased 
cost of production, depletion of raw 
material here and the enormous in- 
creased demand from Europe to re- 
build the vast areas devastated by 
war are certain to mean higher 
prices for lumber for at least five 
years. 

Mr. Keith submitted a mass of sta- 
tistics in support of his statement 
which, he said, had been made under 
oath for the federal government. 

He said that in April, 1917, the 
average cost of producing southern 
pine lumber was $15.18 a thousand 
feet, while the cost in January, 1919, 
had increased to $25.85. Last Jan- 
uary the commodity was sold by the 
manufacturers at a loss, the witness 
said, while the present profit was a 
trifle over $2 a thousand feet. He 
presented a survey of the cost of 
production at ninety-six southern 
mills, which he said should earn a 
profit of $9 a thousand feet in order 
to bring a fair return on the actual 
capital invested. 

He told of one Texas mill where 
the increased wages granted had ag- 
gregated 83 per cent in two years. 

Labor Less Efficient. 


“Although the lumber mills in the 
south are paying their workmen 
unusually high wages, our experi- 
ence has shown that the standard of 
living has increased and labor is 
much less efficient than formerly,” 
said Mr. Keith. “It seems to be a 


| peculiar trait of human nature, the 
| more money a man earns ,the less 


work he will do. That rule, I be- 


lieve, applies to all classes of men— 


office employees, superintendents 
and laborers alike. 


“Tf a man is earning just enough 


to keep him, he will work steadily, 
but if he can earn enough for his 


wants in two days a week, the ten- 


dency is for him to lay off the rest | 


of the time.” 

“This is rather an unfortunate de- 
duction to draw,” remarked Chair- 
man John Dailey. “We have been 
under the impression that higher 
wages to labor brought a higher de- 
gree of efficiency. In fact, one of 
the largest Chicago contractors sald 
that had been his experience.” 

“Iam drawing my conclusion from 
actual experience of the lumber 
mills, based on figures taken from 
the books and, therefore, there is 
no theory in what I say,” replied 
Mr. Keith.

On College Park Line 


The Georgia railroad commission 
has set May 14 as the date when 
it will hear the petition of the Geor- 
gia Railway and.,Power company to 
be allowed to discontinue transfers 
on the College Park street car line. 

The company is charging 6 cents 
from Atlanta to College Park, and 
5 cents from College Park to the 
city, as the contract between the 
company and the town of College 
Park reads 5 cents fare from Col- 
lege Park to Atlanta. 

In its petition the company points 
out that the proposed change would 
not be a violation of the contract 
existing between it and the town 
of College Park, by which the com- 
pany is held to a 6b-cent fare, as 
there is no provisions in the contract 
dealing with transfers.

Chicago, April 15.—Traveling 
around the world from Siberia to 
that part of Poland formerly con- 
trolled by Prussia, Alexander Wag- 
ner and Stanislaus Filipowski ar- 
rived here today to confer with John 
F. Smulski, head of the Polish Nna- 
tional department in America, to} 
obtain aid for exiled and refugee | 
Poles in Siberia, who, they said, | 
number more than a quarter of a/| 
million persons. 

Life in Siberia, as in all Russia, 
they said, is “a vast hell.” Wagner | 
and Filipowski traced the Russian 
chaos back to Alexander Kerensky, 
head of the first provisional govern- 
ment of Russia, following the fall 
of the czar. They said he catered 
to the lowest elements and declared 
“he betrayed not only the Russian 
army, but also the Polish army in 
Russia, which was a very formidable 
force.”’ 

There is plenty of food and yet 
people die of hunger, they said. 
There is a lot of money, but it has 
no value. 

Of engagements between Polish 
forces, the emis- | 
saries said the Bolsheviki kept no 
prisoners. It was Bolshevik joke, 
they said, to ‘‘decorate’’ captured of- 
ficers by driving nails into their 
shoulders. Life in Russia and Si- 
beria is under one rule, they said 
—that of force. The stronger force | 
take everything. Bandits and coun- | 
terfeiters thrive.

URGES LONGER CONTROL 
UF RAILWAY SYSTEMS 


Portland, Me., April 15.—Continua- 
tion of federal control of railroads 
long enough after the next presi- 
dential election to allow the voters 
to express their wishes in regard 
to the question through the election 
of candidates to the sixty-seventh 
congress was urged here tonight by 
Robert W. Woolley, member of the 
interstate commerce commission, in 
an address before the Portland Eco- 


| nomic elub. 


Mr. Woolley declared that such an 
extension o government control 
should be allowed in justice to both 
the average citizen and the owners 
of the roads, inasmuch as it was 
the “only practical and safe solu- 
tion of the situation as now pre- 
sented.” If the railroads were turn- 


|ed back in the near future, he said, | 

the owners would have to put into | 
| effect another rate increase to make. 
up for the loss due to lessened traf- 
fic since the armistice. 


“What would happen if the rail- 
roads were to go back into private 
control in anything like the near 
future?’ Mr, Woolley asked. 
“Would mot receiverships come 
practically overnight? Furthermore, 
with post-war conditions—the 
shrinkage of values, uncertainty, 
timidity—prevailing, and business of 


roads in the United States are there 
that would not be in danger of 
bankruptcy?” 

Mr. Woolley advocated adoption 
of a mileage system, based upon 


line hauls plus terminal costs, as a 
fair and equitable plan for making 
freight rates. As determined at 
present, the freight rates make it 
possible for one town to prosper 
and grow while another town with 
as great or greater natural advan- 
ere “is virtually put to sleep,” he 
said. 

“IT am told a line-haul plus ter-’ 
minal-charge plan should not be 
installed because it would upset 
business conditions,” he said, “and 
would interfere with the develop- 
ment of some communities and 
wake up others. My answer is that 
any town, community or section 
whose present and future rests upon 
the sure foundation of natural ad- 
vantage and legitimate enterprise 
has nothing to fear and all to hope 


for, but that privilege would have 
to look to its laurels.’’

Columbia, S. C., April 15.—Meet- 
ing here today with members of the 
South Carolina delegation in con- 
gress, the twenty delegates from 
the South Carolina Cotton associa- 
tion to the convention in New Or- 
leans next month, headed by Gov- 
ernor Robert A. Cooper, passed a 
resolution indorsing the proposed 
cotton marketing corporation, but 
Suggested that its capital stock be 
made $200,000,000 instead of $100,- 
000,000, as proposed. To further 
enable the south to finance the cot- 
ton crop, the committee also urged 
that banks be urged to increase 


their capital stock 50 per cent.

in and with cotton seed. 


“This committee believes that it) 


would be practicable at this time 
to raise the amount of $200,000.000, 
especially if the stock be made 
payable in Liberty Bonds if desired 
by the subscriber. 

“It is essential, in the judgment 
of this committee, that the major- 
ity of the stock be owned by the 
farmers of the south, and this com- 
mittee recommends that proper 
pray satom be made to secure this 
end. 

“This committee is confident that 
the people of South Carolina will 
take their proportion of the capital 
stock of this corporation whether 
it be $100,000,000 or $200,000,000, and 
pledges its full support to see that 
said stock is taken.

SOVIET SYSTEM 

FOR ALL GERMANY. 

Berlin, April 15.—In spite of ad- 
verse votes by the independent so- 
clalists, the soviet congress adopt- 
ed the resolution sponsored by the 
majority socialists for the incorpo- 
ration of every ounce of national] 
economic energy into a nation-wide 
soviet system which will culminate 
in a national workers’ chambDer of 
representative of all crafts, arts, 
professions and industries. 

The owners and workers in all 
branches of production are to be or- 
ganized, artists, journalists, preach- 
ers and physicians, as well as the 
manual workers of each profession 
being expected to appoint local] rep- 
resentatives for territorial councils. 
The national council wil] then elect 
delegates to the workers’ chamber 
which will supplement the national 
assembly and definitely establish a 
two-chamber system in the national 
legislature. The resolution provides 
for strict parity of representation of 
employers and employees. 

Commission to Russia. 

At the closing sitting of the soviet 
congress a proposal to send a com- 
mittee of investigation to Russia 
was referred to the central council, 
and a motion condemning Germany's 
foreign policy was adopted. The 
council then proceeded to the elec- 
tion of a central council. 

A motion declaring the central 
council the highest authority of all 
the workers and peasants’ councils, 
and fixing the number of members 
of the body at 28 was adopted al- 
most unanimously. 

The congress adjourned after a 
futile effort on the part of the ma- 
jJorities to induce the independents 
to accept ten seats in the new cen- 
tral council. A motion by the in- 
dependents in favor of equal repre- 
sentation of the two parties on the 
council was rejected. 

Haase’s party, On a strict party 
Strength basis, was only entitled to 
give seats, but the independents 
stubbornly refused to compromise. 
Hence, the congress elected a coun- 
cil of only twenty-one, leaving seven 
seats open for the independents. The 
council consists of sixteen of the 
majority socialists, two soldier dele- 
gates and three scattered.

“This organization, for its size, 
was the most efficient of its kind 
in the world,” “But 
being limited in number and seope 
of work, was not, at the breaking 
out of the war, prepared to deal 
with the thousands of cases that 
sprang up requiring police and se- 
cret service work.” 


German Spy System. 


Declaring there was no efficient 
German spy system in the United 
States prior to the war, Mr. Pinker- 
ton msserted that the secret service 
system of Von Bernstorff, Von Pap- 
en and Boy-Ed was late in starting, 
and, because of the delay, was com- 
pelled to use crude ideas and crude 
execution; but harmless as it was, 
he said, it never should have been 
allowed to start. 

Philip T. Smith, head of the po- 
lice department, New Haven, Conn., 
criticised the federal authorities for 
what he described as the way they 
handled drug addicts, asserting that 
this question is one of the most se- 
rious confronting the police of the 
country at this time. 

The government, he said, had a 
wonderful opportunity to perform a 
valuable work for the country, when 
these unfortunates were brought 
into the army camps. He charged 
that many thousands of young men, 
upon being examined, were found to 
be addicted to the use of narcotic 
drugs and instead of the govern- 
ment trying to effect permanent 
cures while it had the victims un- 
der restraint, they were discharged 
on the grounds of imbecility.

Richmond, Virginia, has been operating its own gas plant so 
long that no one knows what the original plant cost. It began in 
1851. It is selling gas today at $1.00 per 1,000 cubic feet, where 
you are paying $1.25 with 10 per cent off if paid by the 10th. 


Richmond operates its own electric plant, not to supply 
light and power for commercial use, but to furnish light and 
power to the municipality itself. This was begun in 1911. Today 
that plant is furnishing light and power at a cost of $0.009745 per 
K. W. H. for production and $0.0095856 per K. W. H. for dis- 
tribution. 

Richmond’s 1917 statement shows expenditures for the gen- 
eration and distribution of electric current of $81,681.78 with un- 
expended balances of $33,017.83. 


In 1918, Atlanta, the city, paid the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company in round numbers for current $200,000.00. Sub- 
tract $81,681.78 from $200,000.00 and the difference in favor of 
Richmond is $118,318.22. 

If Atlanta, the city itself, on its own bills, can save, not that 
amount, but $100,000.00 per annum, by investing in a plant for 
itself, it would be worth while. ‘T'o the saving must be added the 
$50,000.00 in steam going annually to waste at the crematory. 


Is it worth While to try to save $150,000 a year? 
But coming nearer home than Richmond, look at Jacksonville. 


That city began its plant with an investment of $76,679.99. 
There was an immediate reduction in charge for current.

magnificent water power development of the Georgia Railway 
and Power Company to serve our city. 


Seattle owns its light and power plant.

That emergency was met in a 
manner that brought everlasting 
honor to the American nation, and 
to. the undying gratitude of the 
American people and of civiliza- 
tion; and now the public is very 
justly called upon to pay the Dill. 

The public stands ready to do 
that—and all that Atlanta and the 
Sixth Federal Reserve district are 
waiting for is “the word!”

THE TAX AND PRICES. 


It is not to the credit of Amerti- 
can business that the government 
has felt the necessity of cautioning 
merchants against using the fed- 
eral tax as an excuse for inordi- 
nately boosting prices of taxable 
articles. But such is the case; and 
in order to protect the consumer 
against unwarranted price advances 
that have been or might be levied 
under such a pretext, Daniel C. 
Roper, internal revenue commis- 
sioner, a few days ago, issued a 
“warning to manufacturers and 
dealers,” in which he said: | 

‘The interest the government has 
is that the amount of tax shall be 
collected and that the price of the 
article shall not be misrepresented 
to the purchaser so as to make the 
purchaser pay a larger amount than 
the actual price of the article plus 


the amount of the tax under the 
guise that the increase is due to 


the tax. 
“Penal provisions are eontained in 
the law for such misrepresenta- 


tions.” 

This warning is not, of course, 
meant for any honest manufacturer 
or honest dealer, and none such 
can take offense at it; but experi- 
ence has proven that all who han- 
dle merchandise upon- which the 
federal tax has been levied are not 
of that. kind, which fact not only 
makes Commissioner Roper’s warn- 
ing timely, but necessitates it. 
~ Jt is regrettable that a warning 
of that kind should find occasion in 
e country such as ours—a democ-

ideal. But so long as there are 
some of our citizens—even a few, 
and let us hope there are only a 
very few—who submerge the mean- 
ing of Americanism in their zeal 
for personal money-getting, it is 
necessary, for the government’s 
first duty is to protect the masses. 

And if, after this warning, occa- 
sion should require application of 
the “penal provisions” cited, it is 
to be hoped that such application in 
the first instance will be of such 
a character that a repetition will 
not be called for. 


HOME RULE ANDLEAGUE 


The logic, or the lack of it, in 
the position of those Irish home- 
rule leaders who are opposing the 
league of nations plan is hard to 
understand. 

Their hostility is based, they 
profess, upon the assumption that 
the league will stand as a barrier 
between Ireland and ultimate inde- 
pendence. They specifically attack 
that article in the original draft of 
the league constitution which 
pledges the league to preserve the 
territory of any member of it 
against “external aggression.” 

They profess to interpret that to 
mean that, as a member of the 
league, the United State: would be 
bound to side with England against 
the Irish in case of an Irish rebel- 
lion against Great Britain. But the 
article means, of course, nothing of 
the kind, for the simple reason that 
a rebellion by Ireland against Eng- 
land would not constitute “externa! 
aggression.” 

Arguing that “a league of nations 
cannot injure the Irish cause,” The 
Newark (N. J.) News, in a recent 
editorial discussion of the paradox- 
ical attitude of the anti-league 
home rule Irish leaders, said: 

“Absolute home rule has been op- 
posed by leaders of tory opinion in 
England almost as keenly as Irish 
independence is opposed and, from 
their viewpoint, logically so. The 
argument of the tory, and even of 
many who are not tories, has always 
been that an independent Ireland 
would expose England to foreign 
attack and aggression from the 
west. That argument vanishes the 
moment a league of nations is es- 
tablished. It will have thereafter 
no force. That very article of the 
covenant in which certain Irish- 
Americans profess to see a menace 
to Ireland actually buttresses the 
Irish case for self-government. Ar- 
ticle X of the covenant pulls the 
chief contention against Irish self- 
government from beneath the Brit- 
ish feet.” 


Should rebellion actually occur in 
Ireland, “how long,’ asks The 
News, “would it be before an in- 
strumentality like the league of 
nations would step in to mediate?” 
And it goes on to show that— 


“The moral force of the civilized 
world would ultimately interfere, 
not to crush the rebels, but to give 
them a hearing before all mankind; 
not to protect Britain, indeed, but 
to save the revolutionists. On the 
other hand, if the rebels were suc- 
ceeding, a public opinion, born of 
human nature itself, would not 
permit interference. Ireland might, 
indeed, covet the opportunity to take 
her case to the court of the league 
of nations. Without a league, where 
could she successfully appeal? No- 
where, with hope of action. It can 
never be called an impertinence for 
a league of nations to take up the 
Ifish question, or for one or more 
members of the league to press for 
such consideration. That is very 
different from taking it up in the 
peace conference.” 

This newspaper declares that not 
only is the league of nations plan 
“the substitute” for imperialism 
throughout the world, but “it is the 
death-knell of imperialism,” and 
that “imperialism is the idea that 
has kept self-government from Ire- 
land.” And, in view of that fact, 
it remarks how “odd” it is “to ob- 
serve The Irish World and The 
Gaelic American making common 
cause with George Harvey’s Week- 
ly, The New York Sun and The 
New York Tribune” in opposing 
the adoption of a league of nations 
covenant. 

It concludes— 

“That Ireland stands a better 
chance of attaining self-gov~: nt 
in a world with a league of nations 


than in a world without a league of 
nations is as clear as daylight.” 


The position of The News, it 
would seem from both the letter 
and the patent spirit of the league 
constitution, is supported by com- 
mon sense and reason; and it is 
hard to believe that the rank and 
file of thinking and enlightened 
Irish citizens will permit them- 
selves to be misled by a few false 
prophets into determined opposi- 
tion to the only practicable plan 
that has yet been devised primarily 
and essentially for the protection 
of the rights and interests of weak 
peoples against injustices at the 
hands of the mighty.

Editor Constitution: Our school 
budget for 1919 is $12,748.54—this 
provides for a school population of 
680, 666 white and 14 negroes; this. 
is $18.75 per capita. 


Our charter provides for a levy of 


50 cents per $100 ad valorem for | 
school purposes. 


This, with our state fund, will not | 
make the total we are spencing for | 
schools, but our city administration | 
is in thorough accord with the ef- | 
forts of the board for the best | 
school possible, and has appropri- | 
ated the additional amount neces- 
sary to complete the budget. 

I might add that we have in- 
creased our tax rate for 1919 to 
$1.50, in order to take care of the 
schools and other departments of 
the town to the best advantage. 

We have plans drawn for a twen- 
ty-room and auditorium school 
building, all to be on one floor, 
which we believe will be the most 
modern and up-to-date school build- 
ing in the south. We hope, not later 
than the beginning of next year, to 
be able to begin the construction of 
this building.

Now it is clear that if the law 
required this $535,304 collected out 
of the property owners of the city 
of Atlanta for “public roads fund” to 
be spent on the improvement of the 
streets of the city of Atlanta, it 
would be sufficient, or practically 
so. for all the needs of the city for 
street improvement, 

This would release the amount 
now being expended by the city for 
street improvement, or the bulk of 
it, for other municipal needs, and 
there would then be no need to in- 
crease the city tax rate. There 
would then be ample money for the 
salaries of teachers and all school 
purposes. 

There ought to be a law, and it 
ou*ht to be passed by the next legis- 
lature, at the next June session, re- 
quiring that all taxes levied and 
collected by the county of Fulton 
for public roads fund, on property | 
located within the limits of the city | 
of Atlanta, should be expended for 
street improvement within the city. 
And this ought to be required to be 
done by the county authorities un- 
der the direction, and with the co- 
operation of the proper municipal 
authorities. 

That is to say, all taxes levied 
and collected for public road pur- 
poses, on property within the cor- 
porate limits of the city of Atlanta 
ought to be required to be expended, 
by the county authorities, in co-ordi- 
nation and co-operation with the 
city authorities, on the public streets 
of the city. 

That this would release a suf- 
ficient amount of the city’s income, 
so there would be plenty for the 
needs of the public schools, is per- 
fectly apparent to any one who will 
give the matter a little considera- 
tion.

Stirring Tales of Soldier Life

It is just off the press (Neale 
Publishing company, New York), 
and, as its title implies, is a com- 
pilation of stirring tales of the bat- 
tle lines on the western front, writ- 
ten frequently under the stress of 
action, and always with the virile 
spirit of the soldier predominating 
—a characteristic that made the boy 
of Khaki intrepid as a fighter, and 


unconquerable as a foe.

I feel a personal and pardonable 
pride in “Trench Tales,” and The 
Atlanta Constitution and the indom- 
itable will of his mother, Mrs. Har- 
vey Jordan, are closely linked in a 
way in bringing this volume to the 
public— 

For Clarence Jordan, away off in 
France, wrote as he felt, with the 
intimacy of son to parent: and his 
mother gave these letters in verse 
to The Constitution for publication. 

It was my privilege to edit the 
first dozen or more of them, while 
serving as a desk editor on The 
Constitution staff. 

The “tales,” so full of the trage- 
dies and the joys, the inspirations 
and the heartaches, but ever and 
always the love of country and 
cause, sprang immediately into 
public favor. 

The people read them and some- 
times laughed and sometimes cried. 

Fathers and mothers, whose own 
sons were on the battle front, 
sought them as tidings from the 
fields of red; as realistic glimpses 
into the myriads of adventure, 
sometimes weird, sometimes thrill- 
ing, sometimes amusing, sometimes 
sickening, that the boys were meet- 
ing in the demands of war. 

And it was the realism of soldier 


life in France, told in verse with | 


the quaintness of a Riley and the 
virility of a Kipling, that made 
“Trench Tales” a feature of 
Camp Gordon page during the early 
days of the struggle, when the 
fortunes of conflict were apparently 
hanging in a balance.

ENTHUSIASM FOR BOND 
AND HIGHER TAX GROWS 


_A downpour of rain did not suf- 
fice to cool the ardor of citizens in 
the eighth ward Tuesday night and 
more than 200 residents gathered at 
Tenth street school to discuss the 
bond issue and the proposed in- 
crease of the tax rate to $1.50 at 
the election on April 23.

OVERLOOKING THE OBVIOUS. 

It is curious how people will suf- 
fer all sorts of ill-health while seek- 
ing hither and yon for the elusive 
cure and all the while ignoring the 
obvious cause of the trouble, which, 
indeed, lies right under the nose. 


I have repeatedly seen, and every 
doctor has seen individuals suffer- 
ing from obstinate chronic troubles 
of digestion, severe anemia and gen- 
eral ill-health for which, take it 
from the victim, no one seems to be 


able to assign m cause. These suf- 
ferers first run the gamut of the 
home talent. Then they become 
hopeful members of the nostrum 
makers’ inexhaustible sucker list. 
Finally they begin traveling to see 
eminent specialists far, far away. 
Once in a while the eminent special- 
ist hits on the obvious cause of the 
trouble. No credit to the special- 
ist, however. Specialists of the all- 
around sort who call themselves 
“internists,” nowadays have a rou- 
tine system through which every 
patron is conducted. First the X- 
ray department; then the chemical 
laboratory; then the nose and throat 
man; then the other specialists each 
in his own fierce light. It would 
be a pretty how-de-do if somebody 
didn’t stumble on something, with 
all this overhauling of the patient. 
But the patient likes it. Indeed, he 
dotes on it and never gets through 
telling about it after he goes back 
home. Most wonderful thing, so 
novel and scientific. Had the ordi- 
nary family doctor back home sug- 
gested all these hit-or-miss 
the patient would have 
firmer grip on his pocketbook and 
tried some other doctor. When the 


eminent specialist suggests a trip) 


through the mill, the patient is flat- 
tered and eager to invest in data. 
Wherefore, the eminence of the in- 
ternist. To him the credit when- 
ever any of his assistants or col- 
leagues happens to discover any- 
thing. 

The modern dentist is so very 
modern that our patients do not 
know him at all. He has developed 
his great specialty, dental surgery, 
from something little better than 
crude mechanics to one of the most 
important arts. 

A good dentist, a skilled dentist, 
a dentist trained in the very mod- 
ern refinements of his art can and 


does protect his patrons from a vast 
amount of disabling and ruinous ill- 
ness, by insuring the priceless de- 
sideratum of good oral hygiene. A 
bargain dentist, who puts a very 
smooth finish on a very evil job, 
can and does, eventually, ruin the 
health and happiness of the major- 
ity of his victims, for he is the cul- 
rit whose superficial, slovenly work 
eaves the oral cavity in a septic 
state which paves the way for a 
host of complaints definitely caused 
by poisoning from the mouth.

ANSWER—At any rate it is harm- 
less, and B's notion is wholly theo- 
retical, for in practice yeast never 
bloats a person or injures health,

“clears the blood of impurities” tis 
that the blood of one with _— les 
is any less pure than the blood of 
one without pimples. One come 
pressed yeastcake after each meal, 
mixed with water or fruit juice or 
any other beverage to a fluid, seema 
to cure a good many cases of acne 
pimples. The yeast also tends to 
have a mild laxative effect, and in 
many instances it seems to improve 
digestion and increase weight. But 
so far as I know it has nothing to 
do with the removal of impurities 
from the glood—in fact, there is 
nothing in the idea that skin trou- 
bles or rashes indicate anything 
wrong with the blood. 
Varicosities. 

What is the cause of varicocele? 
What is the usual remedy? About 
how long does it take to effect a 
cure? That effect has varicocele 
on the health? (J. E. B.) 

ANSW ER—Upright posture of 
man, excessive clothing, abuse of 
cathartic pills and tablets which 
contain aloes and allied drugs which 
cause congestion of the pelvic veins, 
lack of physical training. Usually 
varicocele causes no trouble and 
requires no treatment. Occasion- 
ally, it is sufficiently annoying to 
require operation, which is the only 
cure. Varicocele has no appreciable 
effect on the health, unless it causes 
needless worry. At worst it is sim- 
ply an annoyance.

OF CANCER SHOWN 


Experts Declare Prompt 
Treatment Is Necessary. 
Georgia Medical Asso- 


Ciation Opens Conven- 
tion Here. 


The statement made by Dr. Fred- 
eric L. Hoffman, statistician for the 
Prudential Insurance company, at 
the meeting held Tuesday evening 
mt Wesley Memorial church in the 
interest of the control of cancer, to 
the effect that 2,000 people die every 
year in Georgia from cancer, gave 
impetus to the campaign which will 
be waged by the medical men and 
the club women of the state against 
this malignant disease. 

The gathering on Tuesday eve- 
ning was preliminary to the conven- 
tion of the Georgia Medical associa- 
tion, which opens in Atlanta 
Wednesday morning, and was ar- 
ranged by the cancer commission of 
the association, of which Dr. J. L. 
Campbell is chairman, and by the 
Atlanta Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and the Fulton County Medi- 
cal society. 

Besides Dr. Hoffman, who gave 
many interesting figures concern- 
ing the spread of cancer, the other 
#peaker of the evening was Dr. 
Francis Carter Wood, director of 
the Crocker bureau of cancer re- 
search of Columbia 
laboratory equipped with every fe- 
cility for investigation of this dis- 
ease. Dr. Wood told of many exper- 
iments which have been made un- 


the screen charts and photographs 
related to the subject. 
Early Treatment Necessary. 

The outstanding point made by 
both men was that while neither 
the cause nor cure of cancer is 
known, if taken at the start the 
disease can in the larger number 
of eases be controlled and the life 
saved. Those finding the slightest 
Symptom of cancer, which is not 
painful for a considerable length of 
time, were advised to avoid all 
quacks, or medicines purporting to 
remedy the trouble, and seek the 
help of a reputable and recognized 
physician. 

The assembly was presided over 
by J. W. Palmer, president of the 
Georgia Medical association, who 
called upon Bishop W. A. Candler, 
chancellor of Emory university, for 
the invocation. Bishop Candler la- 
ter introduced Dr. Wood to the au- 
dience, while W. R. Moore, presi- 
dent of the Southern States Life In- 


surance company, gracefully pre- | 


sented Dr. Hoffman. 

The state cancer commission, 
which will undertake an education- 
al campaign to spread the propa- 
ganda of cancer control, has now 
been in existence a year and will 
make its first report to the Georgia 
Medical association, under which it 
works, at the present convention. 
Plans for reducing the mortalities 
from cancer will be one of the in- 
teresting and important features of 
the Atlanta meeting of the associa- 
tion. 

70th Annual Session, 

This will be the geventieth an- 
nual session of the state organiza- 
tion, and the program includes many 
speakers of wide reputation. There 
will probably be 500 physicians from 
all over the state in attendance. 
The officers are: 

President, J. W. Palmer, 
Ailey; first vice president, George

university, a | 
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breast, which is the easiest form of 
the disease to control, and can be 
stopped with the least difficulty. 
“Apathy and Indifference.” 

“Apathy and indifference,” Dr. 
Hoffman said in an emphatic tone, 
“are responsible for the fact that 
75,000 people in this country are 
dying every year from cancer more 
than from any other disease except 
tuberculosis. Cancer is the only 
disease which is increasing, and 
yet not more than three-fourths of 
the people who contract it need die 
of it 


“We do not know at the present 
how cancer can be prevented, but 
we do know that it can often be 
controlled if taken in the begin- 
ning. An operation should be per- 
formed if necessary, but a reliable 
surgeon is the one to make an ex- 
amination. The cancer quacks are 
the worst sort of frauds with whom 
we have to deal and should be left 
strictly alone.” 

Some encouragement was given 
by Dr. Hoffman in asserting that 
cancer is not inherited, and is not 
transmitted, being neither contagious 
nor infectious. His advice as to pre- 
vention was simplicity of living, 
which is as definite as it is possible 
to be, he said. “If you have any rea- 
son to think you have a symptom of 
cancer, do not worry; simply see a 
good doctor.” 

The necessity for properly treat- 
ing any tumor which precedes a 
fatal case of cancer was emphasized 
by Dr. Wood, whose eminence in his 
profession is nationally recognized. 
He told of some instances where 
physicians had used the X-ray or 
radium treatment, which is some- 
times effective, with the result that 
instead of improving, Some cases 
said, while others left no alterna- 
tive but to operate. 

Urges Prompt Attention. 

Like Dr. Hoffman, he 
prompt attention to the 
growth since an operation will often 
remove danger. Both men and wom-

and spirit of our American nation, 
kept 3,000 miles away.” 

Secretary Glass then took up the 
frequently heard statement that it 
would be impossible to float anoth- 
er loan. 

“They said that it was impossi- 
ble for this country to organize an 
army that would be a deciding or 
even helpful tactor in the great 
Kuropean struggle,” he said. ‘“‘And 
yet you know, and William Hohen- 
zollern knows, that the United 
States did organize an army that 
helped drive the mad monarch into 
exile and restore the peace of the 
world. 

“When we had organized the 
army, they said it was impossible 
to transport it across the seas in 
time to be of service, and I sat in 
the halls of congress and heard 
discerning and distinguished states- 
men deride the American gecretary 
of war for suggesting that within 
a given period we could transport 
000,000 men to France; and yet, my 
friends, within the appointed time, 
wahadtransported not only 500,000 
men, but 750,000 men. 

Then it was said after they had 
been transported, that this un-/| 
trained, untrusted army could not 


| be made fit in time to be of service 
at the front. 


At Chateau Thierry. 


“We know that it was at Chateau 
Thierry that the American troops 
met the brave, heroic French, 
shaken and almost shattered by 
four years of desperate struggle, 
retreating from the battle field and 
imploring the American officers to 
turn back. I was in France last 
October, and personally heard of 
the laconic reply of the American 
commander. 

“*Turn back,” said he, ‘why, hell, 
we just got here and our orders are 
to. go forward.’ 

“Go forward they did and from 
that moment the Prussians never 
captured a foot of French soll. For 
more than three years it was said 
that it was impossible to take the 
St. Mihiel salient from the Hun and 
yet that American army made the 
assault and in fourteen hours took 
the salient and penned 15,000 Prus- 
Sian prisoners. So impossibilities 
are constantly made possible. 

“I get a little impatient with the 
impression that the American peo- 
ple shall requite the goodness of 
God by looking upon this Victory 
loan in cold blood and upon a com- 
mercial basis. It is higher in con- 
sideration than that. It has some- 
thing of righteousness about it and 
we ought to requite the goodness of 
God in a better way than by its con- 
sideration from a commercial point 
of view.”

Address by Bankhead. 


Senator Bankhead urged further 
improvement of American roads, ex- 
tension of the Bankhead national 
highway from El Paso, Texas, to the 
Pacific coast so as to form a trans- 
continental highway and the educa- 
tion of highway engineers by the 
colleges in order to provide capable 
construction men, 

“There can be no mistake as to 
the sentiment for improved roads,” 
said Senator Bankhead. “It comes 
from every class of our citizenship, 
the business and professional men, 
They will 
make no complaint that it costs 
money. They are willing to assume 
the expense, but they are going to 


But } | demand that it be wisely and eco- 


nomically expended.” 

Senator Bankhead told the con- 
vention that when the war demon- 
strated conclusively the inadequacy 
of railroad transportation, the use 
of the motor truck and automobile 
was resorted to in order to meet the 
transportation needs of the war 
and showed the absolute necessity 
for better roads and increased ap- 
propriations. 

“Federal appropriations,” he said, 
“if matched by the states and coun- 
ties, will make the amount avail- 
mble for road building and mainte- 
nance during the next three years 
aggregate more than $575,000,000. 

“It is important that this conven- 
tion take steps to locate the so0- 
called Bankhead national highway 
from El Paso to San Diego, Cal., or 
to Los Angeles, as the parthfinders 
may determine. This done, the route 
from Washington to California will 
have been established.” 


Productivity of the South. 


The productivity of the south was 
praised by Senator Bankhead, who 
declared Texas produces the largest 
per cent of real wealth than any 
state in the union. The annual 
value of the natural products of the 
farm, forests, mines and oil of that 
state, he said, total one billion dol- 
lars and represents 4.36 per cent 
of the total production of the nation. 
Those of Alabama total $637,000,000, 
or 2.47 per cent; Georgia $800,000,- 
000, or 2.99 per cent compared with 
$89,000,000, or 3.4 per cent for Con- 
necticut; $121,000,000, or .47 per cent 
for Massachusetts, and $800,000,000, 
or 3.13 per cent for New York. 

“New York and the New England 
states,” he said, “have contended 
that they pay a large percentarge of 
federal taxes in the way of income 
and excess profits; and since they 
have improved their roads without 
federal aid, therefore, they should 
not be taxed to build roads in other 
states. They overlook the fact that 
their wealth has been drawn from 
the other states and if the prosper- 
ity and wealth of the other states 
were increased their own wealth 
would be proportionately increased.” 


No Stores Were Found 
When Troops of Allies 
Landed at Archangel 


Archangel, March 12.—(Corre- 


spondence of the Associated Press.) 
When the allied force first landed 
here on August 2, 1918, they founé@ 
that most of the military stores 
which had been transported here 
for the use of the Russian imperial 
government had been removed in 
safetv- by the Bolsheviki. The 
Germans and the Bolsheviki knew 
of the allied intention fo land here 
to protect the stores and the Bol- 
sheviki were told the Germans 
would occupy Moscow and Petro- 
grad if they did not get the stores 
away before the allies landed. 

The Bolsheviki hurried up thou- 
sands of Chinese coolies and soon 
had the great bulk of the war ma- 
terial at Sukona, 40 miles north of 
Vologda and 300 miles down the 
Vologda-Archangel railroad from 
the farthest point south the allies 
have been able to reach, Last July 
the correspondent saw acre after 
acre of these supplies—shells, guns, 
motor trucks, airplanes, heaps of 
iron and steel—under wooden roofs 
at Sukona. 

It had been reported that the Ger- 
mans superintended the work, but 
it has developed since that the Bol- 
sheviki carried it out themselves. 

The war material taken from 
Archangel by the Bolsheviki is be- 
lieved to have aided them material- 
ly in the campaign against the al- 
lies in this region.

“If there were only one like her in every community of the state” 
was the,oft-repeated remark of the leader of Georgia’s co-ordinated 
war workers among the women, when she referred to the wok of one 
of Atlanta’s business women, iy the State Council of Defense work 
in this state. When the work of co-ordination began, and women were 
asked to send in reports from every community, and Washington asked 
for a tabulated report of all these, one of Atlanta’s business women 
was asked how would be the best way to tabulate the reports or to 
compile them in such form that Washington could see exactly how the 
women of Georgia were organized, and exactly what kind of war work 
they were doing. 

Without discussing how busy she was, how much time it would 
take, she accepted the responsibility of compiling the reports and made 

one of the most valuable contributions to her state and to the nation, 

-in the way in which she did it. 

| Those who know anything about the reports which the average 

' woman makes about work, know that one of the little feminine weak- 

nesses is not to read directions sent to her on such subjects, and not) 

to report the things asked for, but frequently the things not desired. | 
| Reports of this kind were turned over to the chairman of compilation, 
| who patiently reviewed them, took out the facts asked for and recorded 

‘them. Then she wrote back to the woman reporting, time and again, 

,aSking for the facts desired by the government, and in many cases, 

| after perseverance, she succeeded in getting the information needed. | 

In time Georgia’s reports were assembled by Georgia’s chairman of com- 

| pilation, that when the day of final reckoning came in Washington, the 

| women of Georgia were found to be 98 per cent organized on the 
| Council of Defense records. Not only had they actually become organ- 
| ized, but they had begun to do the work asked for; they had gradually 
|learned to comply with the requests the government asked of them, | 
and their method of report was accepted as model. |

The oth- 
er remedy is to make a strike vote 
a secret ballot under the direct su- 
pervision of public officials, as in 
the case of a public election. This 
will eliminate the element of in- 
timidation in a packed meeting and 
more than any other thing will de- 
prive the radical agitator of his 
sway over the sober-minded work- 
men.
